The next performance in the Aki Festival of New Music series will be Ensemble Sirius on Wednesday, 
Oct. 29, at 7:30 p.m., in CMA’s Gartner Auditorium. Ensemble Sirius offers a program of music by the 
prominent German composer, Karlheinz Stockhausen.
